of th e population wh ich is not and refuses to h e vaccinated. 
W h en vaccination was first brough t forw ard as a pre­ 
ventive against th e ravages of smallpox, it was perh aps na t­ 
ural for superstitious persons to cry dow n th e new discov­ 
ery. 
Carelessness in adm inistering th e vaccine, th e use of 
infected needles, resulted in a few death s w h ich set up a te r­ 
rible prejudice against th is th en new cufe. 
Pious New E ngland clergymen wh o controlled th e destin­ 
ies of th eir flocks in secular as well as spiritual 
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and witches. 
Surprising as it m a \ seem, th is early unbelief in preventive 
medicine h as survived. 
Th ere ts in every community a <er- 
tain element wh ich refuses to permit vaccination. 
It is in 
just th is elem ent t h a t smallpox cases are usually found. 
Vaccination in Germa ny is compulsory at birth and again 
in early youth. 
This la w went into effect in 1871. 
Has it been successful? 
In th e last lb yea rs th ere have 
been less than 40 dea ths from smallpox in Germany. 
Most 
of the ca ses are found in persons from oth er countries. M ed­ 
ical schools have a hard 
time finding patients afflicted with 
sma llpox for observation and 
study. 
T h e disease is p r a c ­ 
tica lly wiped out. 
Federa l law compelling vaccination is. in th is country, 
next to impossible. 
It is a m a tte r for state action, but it can 
be ha ndled effectively by any community.
